Football Club 

The Football Club has requested a meeting with the PC in con- 
nection with their. proposals to build a community’ Sports and 
Social Club on the Castle Grounds.. (The Grounds are administered 
by the PC on behalf of the owners , the Department of the Environ- 
ment). It was recommended that, the Football Club should 
initially approacn Cherwell District Council to establish 
whether building is possible in the first place, before any 
meeting with the.PC is arranged. ‘A special meeting will then 

be convened. 


Resignation of-the Clerk, Mr. L.l. Foreman 

Mr. Foreman has tendercd his resignation from the post of Clerk 
to the Council, owing to inereased: pressure of Council work 
which ha .sforced him to give up other pursuits which he enjoys. 
He would like to retire at the end of November. Mr. Garrett 
expressed his regret at the decision, and read out a letter 
from Wr. C. W. G. Phillips, the former Clerk, re-applying for 
the job. Mr. O'Neill felt that Mr. Phillips! legal background 
and considerable past experience were invaluable and moved that 
the Council should take up his application. Mr. Gardner seconded 
this, but Mrs. Sansome felt that the post should be advertised. 
Mr. Ward suggested that the salary be re-nogotiated as it was no 
longer adequate. The meeting agreed, on a majority vote, that 
Mr. Phillips should be offered the post subject to re-negotiated 
salary. 


Allotments 

Allotment holders are to be asked to sign a lease when the 
renewal date comes up at the end of September. Copies of sample 
lease forms from Cherwell District Council were circulated and 
the wording approved for use in Deddington. The rent is to be 
kept at its current level of 50p per chain for the cc .ing year. 


Burial Ground 

There is concern over the unsatisfactory upkeep of the Burial 
Ground, the inaccurate positioning of graves and their marking 

on the map. It was agreed to investigate a method of plastic 
markers and to ask the gravedigger to remove the "spoil" each 

time a grave is dug. Mr. Gardner is to. get a quote to have the 
hedge trimmed by machine. 

Newsletter 

Letters were read out by the Chairman expressing concern at the 

PC support for the Newsletter, and at the report of the Conserv- 
ative Pete. Mr. Welford reported complaints he had received that 
the Newsletter was "a waste of mae bey ere money", and he was dis- 
appointed that no Church news appeared. in the first issue. He had 
spoken with the author of the Fete report who was “shattered by 

the response and promised to put the quill back into the goose". 

Me. Gardner felt the publication was a waste of money and suggested 
that the Publications Committee had deliberately by- passed officials 
in obtaining the. report. As the PC is funding the venture, he said, 
copy should be submitted to them for vetting. Mrs. Sansome, in 
reply, explainec how the report came to- be “published and hoped that 
the Newsletter would shortly be self-supporting. Mr. Fuller 
reported that reaction he had heard was very favourable, and the 
meeting agreed to continue support for an initial 3-month period, 
as originally planned. Mr. Hayward reported that some traders were 
upset that they had not been approached to advertise, and he wa 
assured that this was now being put right.

HELPTON NEWS - "No longer an eyesore" 


For years now the Cornet ‘Cottages at. the crossroads in Hempton 
have ‘been standing empty and it seemed just a matter of time 
before either they would. have to be demolished or would fall of 
their own accord. Indeed, for much of this year passers-by and 
the llamas grazing in the paddock opposite both had a direct 
view into the bedroom of the end cottage, after a huge chunk of 
the. wall had collapsed into the main road! 


But these old houses were built to last. A few months ago a 
board appeared announcing that the cottages were to be restored 
by the C.P.R.UE. Oxfordshire Buildings Preservation Trust. This 
Trust was set up nearly 5 years ago by members of the Oxfordshire 
branch of the Council for the Protection of Rural England. It 
Se intercsting buildings considered worthy of preservation 

- houses, cottages, barns and chapels have been among its 
projects - and renovates them for a new lease of useful life. 
Originally financed with the loans and gifts of C.P.R.E. members, 
the Trust operates a "revolving fund"; after a property has been 
renovated, it is sold and the money is then used for further 
projects. 


At Hempton the Trust agreed to buy the cottages together with 

the outbuildings, farmyard and gardens for £12,900, provided that 
the planners would give approval for the restoration. The previous 
owner attempted to obtain planning consent for another scheme, 
which had been refused, and it seemed that problems of access to 
the site might prevent this latest attempt from succeeding. The 
entrance to the yard was too close to the crossroads. However, 

by agreeing to demolish the dilapidated barn and thus make roo 

to move the entrance down the Barford Road, the Trust were able 
to go ahead. 


When the cottages were examined, they were found to be in better 
condition than would have seemed possible. The roof timbers were’ 
for the most part sound enough to use and instead of having to 

be stripped off and entirely replaced, much of the old thatch is 
still good enough and is being retained with a new top layer 
added. The cottages appeared to be built in one uneven terrace, 
but in fact the one nearest to the Church had originally been 
separate from its neighbours and had been joined on in the last 
century. It has now been separated once more and it turns out 

to be of particular interest. The timber framing which supports 
the roof is of a very early type, and although it may have been 
used previously in another building, even so the cottage may well 
date from the 15th century. The scheme will be completed by the 
building of a further pair of cottages, built partly with the stone 
salvaged from the barn. These new houses will be built to blend 
sympathetically with the original buildings, but they will be 
tiled rather than thatched. 


Among the ruins of sme outbuildings which were cleared away at 
the beginning of operations, many interesting items were found, 
including a set of wheelwright's tools and even a job slate with 
details of the last picce of work still written on it! These have 
all been handed over to the County Museum staff and may later be 
put on show, perhaps at the Woodstock Vuseum.

THE OLDES’ PUPLIC HOUSE. IN DEDDINGTON 


Situated. on important crossroads, Deddington was a market town 
with.a horse fair. and a bull ring, a market being held on the last 
Tuesday in each month, with the whole of Market Squa ire used for. 
the sale of cattle, shee p, pigs and produce with the Tchure as the 
resting, place for travelling salesmen in their caravans. Now the 
market is no more, the Tehure just an alley and Deddington no 
longer a parliament:.ry borough in the Hundred of Wootten, sending 
two members to Westminster. 

At the time the present impressive Church puilding, was erected 

in the 12th and 13th century, Deddington was a prosperous town, 
with the usual industries associated with any centre of the 
surrounding community, exporting such things as axles for the 
Coronation Coach, Harris's pork sausages and pies - still world 
famous, although the factory is now in Wiltshire. 

With such prosperity it is not surprising that the people of 
Deddington would wish to erect a worthy Church for the benefit of 
the community, replacing an older structure. There was no wealthy 
landowner or lord to undertake sich a project, so the people af 
Deddington set to work to organise the building which was to be 
of the two reom plan. The Nave, the meeting place for the whole 
community, and the Chancel, the particular place Wiens the ser=- 
vices were conducted. The nave would have an earth floor 
covered by rushes cut from the banks of the river Cherwell, no 
seats except for a stone bench around the walls for the elderly 
and infirm... (The weakest :go to the wall). The chancel would be 
furnished only with an Altar and three seats for the clergy. 

It must be remembered that the congregation was not required to 
concentrate on the whole of the service, it being only necessary 
to be present and silent for a few minutes during the most 

solemn part, and for this a bell was rung from the tower, another 
in Church and yet another hand bell rung through a wicket in the 
chancel. The community would be called on Sundays and holidays 
by the six bells in the tower, and meeting together they would be 
able to talk and exchange news, the more devotionally inclined 
would be in the chancel, where the.screen effectively kept the 
noise from the nave away from their devotions. That the atmos- 
phere was free and easy is evidenced by the employment of a dog 
whipper who would discourage the dogs from fighting in Church. 
There would be plays in the nave, singing and possibly dancing, 
and if any communication had to be read to the community, this 
would take place in the Church, which was the public building for 
the whole community. 

As in everything else, fashions change and the re-arrangement. of 
the interior of the building shows the growth anc decline of the 
benevolent Guilds in our town in the 15th and 1oth century. The 
coming of the Reformation, the decline of Deddington as a Market 
Town serving the Comunity, the growth of literacy and the advent 
of newspapers, radio and television which did away with the need 
for the whole community to meet. The evidence for all these 
changes can be found in the building and in' the records of the 
Church which. ere kept in the Bodleian Library. 

Throughout the history of this public building, it was the 

people of Deddington alone who tookcare of their Church, and by 
the middle of the 19th century restoration work began and the 
final alteration of the interior of our Church to fall in with 
the' prevailing fashion of "Cathedral-like" services with organ 
and choir in the chancel. After this, Little was done to the 
fabric, and as could be expected after a hundred years much work 
was required by 1960, Once again the community fell to with a 
will, renovating the south aisle and the north a aisle, in 1966 
work commenced on the tower and in 1969 the nave roof was renewed, 
the clerestory windows repaired and the whole of the interior 
redecorated. This all cost £19,000. During this period too, the 
sehool,. which had been founded by the community for the Christian 
Education of the children, required attention. A new ceiling in 
the hall, new classrooms were built, also a small room for the

“, 


Headmaster, the total: cost for this being £11,241. 
The money for all this}“as well ‘as the. running expenses of our 
Church building, came from the people of Dedding stoh. Hach one of 
them had been told what the estimated cost would be, and each one 
decided how much they. could give... In 1963. our income rose from £12 
per week to £54 per. week, and we had “the hame of being a wealthy 
parish, but our wealth is in the generosity of all, for even 13 
years ago Old Agé Pensioners. were giving a a week. Since then 
the people of Deddington: have been. more generous, and recently a 
further £900 a year has been promised. 
The people of ‘Deddington built the present Church building and 
maintained it spending more than £19,000.during the past thirteen 
years on the fabric of the building, which is more to us than just 
dead stone. It is the most treasured possession of the community, 
owned by all the parishioners, and although only ten per cent of 
the 1,500 parishioners regularly use the building each week, it is 
always there for the occasions when it is required by anyone for 
aptism, wedding or funeral, as well as for concerts and plays. 
At the same time the beauty of our Church attracts many visitors, 
increasing trade in the town, and with its friendly atmosphere, our 
Church welcomes all, just because it is, and always has been, the 
peoples! Church, the oldest Public House in the Town.

THE DEDDINGTON CHAMBER OF TRADE 


The Deddington Chamber of Trade was formed in April 1975 by local 
business people to act both as a forum for ideas and also as a 
watchdog of local events, policies, etc. which aficct members, and 
to support or oppose as necessary. The group has now gained 
affiliation with the National Chamber of Trade to represent members 
at national level. Among the issues upon which the Chamber has 
taken action is the one-way system which was proposed for Dedding- 
ton; the Chamber organised the protest that crushed this scheme. 


Currently the group is involved with fighting legislation that 
threatens to close both the Deddington High Street Garage and the 
Archway Garage, the Act requiring garages serving petrol to have 

a forecourt. The Chamber maintains that this is not relevant to 
small garages serving local trade in country villages. Both of 
these garages have been run safely upon premises now called unsafe, 
practically since the advent of the motorcar. 


The Chamber seeks to represent views of all local trade and busi- 
ness people and to promote events and advertisements for the 
benefit of Deddington. Obviously the greater the membership the 
more effective our Chamber will be. A Trades Directory is 
‘currently being compiled for the area and the Chamber hopes this 
will be of benefit to the community.

You may be interested to know that in 1967 and again in 1969, 
traffic counts were taken on the main Oxford to Banbury road in 
Deddington by residents, to prove the need for relief from very 
heavy through traffic. During a typical 20 hour continuous 

period 10,525 vehicles passed through, of which 3,104 were 
commercial. Since these dates the container traffic to and from 
the port of Southampton has obviously increased. It may be 
necessary for the residents of Deddington, once again, to prove..by 
a new traffic count, that relief.is essential; for not only is the 
traffic from Southampton to the Midlands and the North routed this 
way, but so also is the major part of the motor industry in car > 
and component delivery.
